ORDER 

The Kerala State Council for Science, Technology and Environment (KSCSTE) 
has furnished a proposal vide reference read as first paper above for setting up of a 
new Institute ‘Institute for Centre- State Technology Partnership and Adaptation’ at 
an estimated cost of ? 14 Crore (Rupees Fourteen Crore only) within a period of 
three years with the following objectives: 

(i) Assess the state of Science and Technology in Kerala, particularly, 
focussing on the opportunities and challenges in making a visible impact 
on the economic, social and environmental aspects. 

(ii) Analyse the potential of available technologies and what needs to be 
done to enhance their access to people and sectors that have hitherto 
remained untouched by the developments in R & D. 
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(iii) Address the issue of bridging the technological divide in terms of 
Centre-State Technology Transfer and adaptation. 

2. The fund required during the current financial year is Rupees Five Crore. 
Out of which , ? 3.5 Crore including One Crore as Additional Central Assistance 
(ACA) is provided in the current year’s state plan provision under the head of 
account 3425-60-200-61 (P) and the balance of ? 1.5 Crore is expected through 
Supplementary Demand for Grant (SDG). 

3. The scheme for starting this new institute is included in the Plan Write up 
for 12th Five year Plan 2012-2017 Second Year’s Programme (2013-14) under the title 
“Technology Transfer Roadmap Preparation & Implementation (New Scheme)” and 
the KSCSTE set apart an amount of ? 3.5 Crore for the setting up of the Institute. The 
amount for the purpose is to be met from State Government grant and part finance 
will be made available from Government of India and other agencies on project mode. 
Funding pattern and Manpower pattern are attached as 

Annexure-A. 

4. The special Working Group held on 29-7-2013 decided to accord 
in principle concurrence for the scheme, subject to the approval of Council of Ministers. 

5. After having examined the matter in detail, Government are pleased to 
accord Administrative Sanction for setting up of the new Institute ‘Institute for 
Centre-State Technology Partnership and Adaptation’ at an estimated cost of ? 14 
Crore (Rupees Fourteen Crore only) within a period of three years with the following 
details regarding year-wise split up of various components :

In order to implement 
the project effectively, a Special Officer is to be posted on temporary 
basis. As the major work is related to the building and other 
infrastructure, a Senior Engineer shall be posted temporarily who will 
take charge of the Civil works. Further, a project fellow qualified with 
Degree in Civil Engineering shall be posted for technical assistance. 

A budget of ?10 lakhs is earmarked for this head of expenditure 
in 2013-14 

2. Infrastructure 

(i) Buildings plus bulk services 
(Land will be provided by GoK) 

(ii) Office infrastructure and other non-recurring expenditures 

As mentioned in SI. No.l, the major budget head allocation is for the 
Civil works that include construction of the building and other
